To 
most 
people 
of 
Palm 
Springs, w hether they have chil­ 
dren attending the public schools 
or not, the term Desert School 
District is ambiguous and brings 
to mind no clearly defined pic­ 
ture. 


Geographically, 
the 
Desert 
School D istrict is a part of the 
r Banning Union High School D is­ 
trict. 
It extends from the 
far 
reaches of the Morongo Valley, 
fourteen miles north of P a l m 
Springs, to a line tw enty-eight 
miles south of the village, and 
from Cal's Place on Highway 111 
on the west to Edom on the east. 
The total area includes 
eleven 
townships, 
or 
three 
hundred 
ninety-six square miles. 
That is 
approxim ately one-half the area 
of the entire Banning Union High 
School District. 


Politically, th e Desert 
School 
D istrict has no’ connection 
with 
the high school district, but 
is 
governed by a local 
board 
of 
trustees directly 
responsible 
to 
the 
County 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools at Riverside. 


The Desert School District was 
legally formed in 1893. 
At that 
tim e it was a part of San Diego 
county. 
The census report for 
the 
first 
year 
of school was 
"eight w hites and thirteen 
In ­ 
dians." Today the district census 
includes four hundred school chil­ 
dren. ten of whom are Indians. 
At the height of the season the 
toted enrollm ent will probably be 
close to five hundred. 


From 1893 to about 1920 the 
district m aintained a one-teacher 
school. 
From 1920 on the num ­ 
ber of teachers increased, grad­ 
ually at first and later more ra p ­ 
idly. 
At present the district em ­ 
ploys sixteen teachers besides a 
principal and full time nurse. 
This year there are two schools 
serving the pupils of the Desert 
School D istrict. 
They 
are 
the 
Frances S. Stevens 
School 
on 
Palm Canyon D rive and the N el­ 
lie 
N. Coffman 
school 
located 
north of the high school. 
The Frances S. Stevens school 
w hich huses the prim ary and in ­ 
t e r m e d i a t e departm ents was 
nam ed after Mrs. P. T. Stevens, 
a pioneer of Palm Springs vitally 
interested in the welfare of the 
com m unity children. She it was 
who presented the district with 
the four acres of land on which 
the Frances S. Stevens school is 
located. 
H er daughter, Sallie, is 
Mrs. Culver Nichols, present clerk 
of the board of trustees. 
The Nellie N. Coffman school 
w as built this year to house the 
junior departm ent of 
the 
ele- 
elem entary school and takes care 
of seventh and eighth grade pu­ 
pils. 
It, too. w as named after a 
Palm Springs 
pioneer 
woman

Tax bills were sent out from the county court 
house in Riverside this week, and Palm Springs 
residents were happy to learn that, in spite of in­ 
corporation, the total tax rate in most areas within 
the city for the year 1939-1940 is below the total 
rate for last year. This reduction in taxes is due 
largely to the reduction in the rate of school and 
fire and sanitary district taxes. 


County Taxes High 


The taxes for purely county 
purposes went up this year, due 
largely, it is understood here, to 
the increase in the relief load. 
Tax on property in the down 
town district of Palm Springs and 
taxes on all 
property 
located 
within 
the Palm 
Springs Fire 
Protection District and the Sani­ 
tary district w ere reduced this 
year. This is because the reduc­ 
tion in taxes effected in these 
two districts more than offsets 
the tax of 15 cents per hundred 
to operate the city. It is possible 
th at in some isolated cases, w here 
property is outside of certain lo­ 
cal districts but still within the 
corporate limits of Palm Springs, 
th at no decrease in taxes was e f­ 
fected this year. 


Low City Rat* 


The rate of taxation levied for 
city 
purposes 
only 
in 
Palm 
Springs 
is 
the low est in 
th e 
county. The Palm Springs city 
tax is only 15 cents per $100. 
Some of the other cities in the 
county have the following tax 
rate for city purposes only: B eau­ 
mont, $2.10; San Jacinto, $2.10 
and Riverside, $1.15. The m ost 
the City of Palm Springs could 
tax local property owners w ith ­ 
out holding a special election 
would be $1 per $100—this b e­ 
ing the law governing sixth class 
cities. 
Counting the city tax of 15 
cents, the Police Protection D is­ 
trict tax of 42 cents, the Fire P ro ­ 
tection D istrict tax of .34, and 
the Sanitary 
D istrict m ainten­ 
ance tax of .08, the local tax rate 
is still only .99 
per hundred.

The first example of insurance 
known, 
history 
shows, was a 
form of fire insurance used in 
the Euphrates Valley about 2000 
B. C. as described in an old clay 
tablet that has been translated 
by moderns, A. N. Bushnell of 
Los Angeles, special agent for the 
Firem an’s Fund Insurance Co., 
explained yesterday, Thursday, 
in an address before the Palm 
Springs Lions club. 
Mr. 
Bushnell, 
introduced by 
Chairman-of-the-day 
H e r b e r t 
Samson, spoke to the Lions dur­ 
ing their luncheon meeting at the 
Palm Springs Hotel yesterday on 
the subject “The Romance of In ­ 
surance.” His talk outlined the 
history of insurance from the ear­ 
liest example about 2000 B. C. 
down to the time of the San 
Francisco earthquake. 
Old Babylon had insurance in 
certain 
crude 
forms. 
Ancient 
Rome, 200 B.C., had a form of 
marine insurance; and the first 
example of life insurance was a 
Roman burial society, according 
to the speaker. 
The Anglo Saxon Guild includ­ 
ed a form of insurance, and the 
Guild of the Blessed Mary. 1218 
A.D., was another example of 
early insurance, he said. 
One of the first real insurance 
men, according to Mr. Bushnell, 
was Nichols Barbón, a London 
builder of about 1660. He took 
fire risks. 
Lloyds Of London 
Then 
came 
famous 
Thomas 
Lloyd, who, in order to stimu­ 
late business for his coffee house, 
took to disseminating knowledge 
concerning ships. The term un­ 
derwriting started at Lloyds; for 
men who wished to take a por­ 
tion of the insurance of a ship 
would write their names under 
the name of the ship on the 
board. Bushnell explained. 
The Sun of London, 229 years 
old, is the oldest insurance com­ 
pany in existence today. This and 
other early fire companies hired 
men to put out fires, according 
to the speaker; but if a building 
was on fire and the firemen dis­ 
covered that their company did 
not have the insurance on it, they 
would just sit on their equipment 
and let the building burn. 
The first stock insurance com­ 
pany was organized in 1792, and 
this company made a real effort 
to classify risks. Benj. Franklin 
was an early American insurance 
man. 
Pays Off 
The 
Hartford, 
organized 
in 
1810, is an old company still in 
existence. After the New York 
fire a representative of that com­ 
pany announced in a public place 
in New York that the company 
would pay all of its losses. This 
created so much confidence in 
the Hartford, that a large amount 
of new business came it. making 
it possible for it to pay its losses 
in the New York fire, according 
to the speaker. 
Both 
the Chicago and San 
Francisco fires broke a number 
of insurance companies. 
Raps Ham And Eggs 
Mr. Bushnell devoted the last 
part of his talk to discussing the 
dangers of the “Ham and Eggs" 
amendment. He harshly criticized - 
the "$30 Thursday” bill. 
Comparing the proposed “Ham 
and Eggs” warrants to the worth­ 
less German marks, the speaker 
stated that Alberta is the only 
province in Canada that has ever 
defaulted on its bonds—and Al­ 
berta issued warrants, he said. 
Mr. Bushnell urged every per­ 
son against "$30 Thursday" to ii 
go to the polls on Nov. 7, as it 
will 
take 
every 
level-headed 
man’s vote to defeat the measure. 
It was much too close in the last 
regular election, he said, and 
many people just don't vote at 
special elections—but the “Ham 
and Eggers” will all vote, he ex­ 
plained in conclusion.

Campaign 
To Pave 
Tamarisk Rd. 


Clark M. Davis, 1122 Tamarisk 
Road, should find himself becom­ 
ing increasingly popular during 
the next few weeks with resi­ 
dents of the northeast part of 
the village, for he is now launch­ 
ing a campaign to have payed 
that "unspeakable monstrosity" 
known as Tamarisk Road. 
Tamarisk Road is one of the 
roughest, dustiest streets in Palm 
Springs, in spite of the fact that 
it has been designated by the city 
as a “street of major importance” 
and as such is graded about once 
a month during the season with 
gas tax funds. The street is 
“wash-boardy” and full of chuck 
holes, due it is said to the very 
heavy traffic and fast travel over 
the road. 
Tamarisk Road serves several 
tracts in the northeast portion of 
town and therefor is very heavily 
traveled. The roadbed is of such 
material that it will not stand 
heavy, fast travel. 
The county road department 
will pave Tamarisk Road at cost 
if the owners of property front­ 
ing on that street will put up the 
money. This would amount to 
about 37% cents a front foot 
along both sides of the street. Ii 
this money can be raised during 
the next month, it is reported, 
the county equipment will be 
available for paving the road im­ 
mediately. 
The city street department is 
very anxious that this should be 
done, as it feels that it would 
cost considerably less for main­ 
tenance if the road were paved. 
If the road is paved, the city will 
maintain it out of gas tax funds, 
it is stated. 
The city attempted unsuccess­ 
fully to raise the money last sea­ 
son to have the street paved. The 
Western Newspaper Union, which 
owns 1320 feet along the north 
side of Tamarisk Road (the olive 
grove), would not pay its share. 
Clark 
Davis 
in co-operation 
with Mayor Philip Boyd and oth­ 
ers is now launching another 
campaign to get Tamarisk Road 
paved. They are working hard 
on the Western Newspaper Un­ 
ion to get that corporation to put 
up its share of the money. 
Persons whb would 
like to 
make a donation to help raise the 
money to pave Tamarisk Road 
can leave their checks at the city 
offices. 
Many people have 
to 
travel over this road several 
times each day. although they do 
not actually live on the street, 
and the thought has been ex­ 
pressed that such persons might 
like to help the property owners 
on Tamarisk Ro; d to get that 
street paved. 
The road would be paved with 
desert mix.

Building Inspector Charles Bur- 
ket th at the facilities of the city

Indian reservation starting 
im­ 
mediately. 
It has long 
been 
recognized 
that regulation of sanitation and 
housing conditions on th e reser­ 
vation is a prim e necessity. This 
type of regulation 
was 
started 
last season w hen police officers 
Joe Omlin and Joe Welmas 
of 
Palm Springs, acting under 
or­ 
ders from the State Division of 
Im migration 
and 
Housing, 
on 
March 21, served 17 
abatem ent 
notices for violations of the State 
Housing Act on the local reser­ 
vation. 
Those served last spring 
were given from five to ten days 
to abate the nuisance, depending 
upon the extent of the violation 
At that tim e numerous 
outdoor 
toilets w ere destroyed. 
Study Housing 
Last week L. T. Mott, 
state 
supervisor of housing, 
w as 
in 
Palm Springs studying the hous­ 
ing 
situation 
on 
the 
Agua 
Caliente reservation. 
N athan Basson, new health in­ 
spector from the county health 
departm ent w ho has his 
head­ 
quarters here in Palm Springs, 
has also been m aking a survey 
of conditions on the reservation 
from the health angle. 
Boon to Indians 
Enforcing 
th e 
city 
building 
code on the Indian 
reservation 
should prove a boon, rath er than 
a disadvantage, to the Indians, in 
the opinion of M ayor Boyd. 
It 
will insure safe construction, will 
help 
establish 
more 
uniform 
property 
values, 
will 
avoid 
further fire hazards, 
will 
im­ 
prove sanitation and will 
safe­ 
guard lives. 
Enforcem ent of the city build­ 
ing code on the reservation will 
apply only to new construction. 
It will m ake it necessary 
f o r 
builders to present their 
pros­ 
pective plans to the city building 
inspector 
before 
commencing 
construction. 
The purpose of all 
this is to establish a safe 
a n d 
uniform building practice on the 
reservation, as w ell as through­ 
out the rest of the city. 
It is not the purpose of the city, 
it is said, to regulate the Indians 
themselves, nor to try to inter­ 
fere in their affairs. 
It is up to 
the Federal G overnm ent and the 
Indians them selves to control the 
housing conditions of Indian in­ 
dividuals. 
Affect Whites Only 
However, city officials believe 
that w hite persons living on the 
Indian reservation should be sub­ 
ject to the sam e regulation and 
should enjoy the sam e privileges 
and protection as do the o t h e r 
w hites of Palm Springs.

Act, 
should it be passed by the voters 
at the special election N ovem ber 
7, in paym ent on Federal Land 
Bank and L and Bank Comm is­ 
sioner loans. 
The Farm Credit 
adm inistra­ 
tion of B erkeley has been receiv­ 
ing many inquiries from borrow ­ 
ers as to w hether the organiza­ 
tion will accept w arrants issued 
under the Thirty-T hursday plan, 
according to John A. Newcomer, 
secretary-treasurer of the 
First 
National Farm Loan 
association 
of Riverside. 
Newcomer is in receipt of 
a 
comm uniction from the FCA on

Eggs” 
subject, 
dated O ctober 16, as follows: 
“A lthough it is against the pol­ 
icy of the Farm C redit adm inis­ 
tration to express itself on local 
issues, requests were so persis­ 
tent it was deemed advisable to 
answ er them .

“The m oney which these units 
lend to th eir borrow ers is like­ 
wise repayable only in dollars or

of

States. 
As these w arrants will 
not be law ful m oney of the U nit­ 
ed States, they cannot be

farm loan associations,

Dept. Favors Contract 
The present contract, which has 
not been signed by the contract­ 
ing parties, has been approved by 
the U. S. D epartm ent of the In­ 
terior but does not go into ef­ 
fect, however, until signed 
by 
both Mr. Forline and two 
In­ 
dians acting for the tribe. 
Mr. W oehlke came here from 
W ashington especially to explain 
the contract to the local Indians, 
who have assertedly been staying 
away from m eetings in sufficient 
numbers th at it has been impos­ 
sible to get a quorum together 
to vote on acceptance or rejec­ 
tion of the contract with Mr. For­ 
line. 
Mr. Forline has the active sup­ 
port of Chief W illie Marcus and 
more than half of the Indians. 
The w hite population of 
Palm 
Springs is also behind Mr. For­ 
line, who has m any fine plans 
that would better the cooperation 
between 
the 
Indians and 
the 
w hite population of the village. 
There are 26 adult members of 
the tribe; 18 constitutes a quorum 
and it takes the vote of 15 in 
favor to approve the contract.
